“hospital answered a member of bis 
{amily inquiring about her condition 
that she was “doing nicely.” 

These charges were contained in an 
affidavit signed by Mr. Schultz and 
attached to the resolution. The affi- 
duvit also set forth complaints mem- 2 
bers of his family. were treated dis- 
courteously when they called at the 
nospital after learning of Mrs. 
Schultz’s death. 

Committee Is Named. 

Members of the probe committee, 
which was named by Mayor Pro Tem. 
Cochran, are Aldemman Hunter, 
chairman; Alderman I. N. Ragsdale, 
Councilman W. M. Etheridge, Coun- 
cilman J. C. Murphy and Couneil- 
man W. C. Jenkins. 

The committee is emoowered to 
subpoena and require the attendance 
of witnesses and compel the produc- 
tion of record books and other docu- 
mentary evidence.

It is understood that a considerable 
number of mine operators, especially 
m Pennsylvania. have indicated their 
réfusal to enter a national conference 
with the union, on the ground that 
they do not intend azain to join i 
tional wage fixing argreements. They 
bave in some cases proposed th 
ternative of making state or district 
wage agreemenis to replace wage con- 
tracts which expire April 1. 

“The telegraphic correspondence be- 
tween the international president of 
the United Mine Workers, John L. 
Lewis, and President Farrington, of 
the Illinois miners.” Secretary Davis 
said in a statement on the question 
of local adjustment, “regarding sepa- 
rate state conferences, indicates there 
will be no move to secure separate 
state agreements in the central com- 
petitive field.“ 

In the bituminous field, he added, 
“coal production had jumped about 40 
per cent durimg the last seven weeks, 
er an increase of about 600,000 tons 
daily, the bulk of which goes into 
storage and indicates further material 
increase in coal surplus.” 

The central competitive field in- 
cludes the states of Pennsylvania. In- 
diana, Ohio, Illinois and part of West 
Virginia, where, under previous ar- 
rangements in the industry, a practi- 
cally uniform scale of wages has been 
adopted under contracts between the 
unions and mine operators. The cen- 
tral field contract has been used as 
a basis for wage contracts in all the 
outlying fields in the United States.

IN ATLANTA TODAY

During the morning General Per- 
shing witnessed for the first time a 
demonstration at Camp Benning, the 
Heubner problem, which involves a 
battalion in attack in the trench area, 
being given. It was scheduled to stage 
the very elaborate Kelly firing prob- 
lem this afternoon, duplicating all 
phases of modern warfare, but the 
rain prevented. 

The board of army officers com- 
pleted its inspection of the camp to- 
day and left tonight, and General 
Pershing will leave early tomorrow. 

Honor Guest. 

Tonight a banquet was given at 
the Raiston hotel, at which General 
Pershing and the other distinguished 
military men composing the army 
board, and also officiais of the in- 
fantry school, were special guests.

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Police Give Out 
Part ot Letter 
In Taylor Case 


Los Angeles, March 6.—A brief part 
of the ten-page handwritten letter pur- 


porting to be a confession to the mur- 
der here February 1 of William Des- 
mond Taylor, film director, mailed to 
the Los Angeles police department 
from Atlantic City, N. J... February 
27; and received in this city March 
4, was made public tonight by David 
L. Adams, captain of detectives. 

The part made public reads: 

“We South Americans always take 
eare of our women. We are hotheaded 
and see that swift justice is meted 
out to*those who wrong us. 

„I killed the — — — and even this 
is a mild description of the man who, 
hiding behind a polished manner, won 
the regard of many women, only to 
cust them aside when tired of them, for 
a fw plaything.” 

Prominent in Industry. 

The confession, according w Captain 
Adams, was signed by the name of a 
man who occupied a prominént place 
in the motion picture industry, and 
whose wife was a native of South 
America. It was said the man had left 
Los Angeles about the time of the 
murder, and that he had previously 
been censidered by the police in con- 
nection with the crime. 

This is the only part of the docu- 
ment which has been made pub- 
lic, and the only part to be read by 
others than officials, Captain Adams 
stated. He stated that a newspaper 
had been permitted to photograph the 
section quoted to make a comparison 
of handwriting. 

Detectives were busy today checking 
statements contained in the “confes- 
sion” from Atlantic City, and in an- 
other letter received by the police 
shortly after the slaying.

Washington, March'6:—The New 
York state laws of 1906, which pro- 
vided that gas should be furnished 
consumers in New York cit¥ at a 
price not in excess of 80 cents per 
thousand cubic feet. was declared by 


the supreme court to be configcatory 
7 gas furnished during 1918. and 

The opinion, which was unanimons,

Dry Law Agent 
Describes Duel 
In North Georgia 
A. J. Spence Says That Al- 


leged Moonshiners Fired 
First Shot. 


Complete details of the interception 
of a train of automobiles bearing 
whisky through north Georgia on the 
road to Chattanooga, near Chats- 
worth, Ga., Saturday night, which re- 
sulted. in the fatal shooting of John 
Howard, 24 years of age, and a resi- 
dent of ‘Chattanooga, were given to a 
reporter of The Constitution Monday 
afternoon by A. J. Spence, prohibi- 
tion agent who. headed the party of 
j sovernment agents. Mr, Spence was 
in the office of Fred B. Dismukes, pro- 
hibition director, Mondav. when he 
nurrated the events leading up to 
the capture of 250 gallons’ of liquor 
in Murray county, Georgia. 

1 was called to Chatsworth to 
detect the whisky cars, which I was 
told were going to pass through Sat- 
urday,” he said. “I was accompanied 
by H. H. Leonard, county policeman 
in Murray county, and Lark Bishop, 
deputy marshal, at Cartersville. 

“The whisky was in wagons at a 
church named Smyrna on the Ghatta- 
nooga road, we had been told by 
people of the neighborhood. We were 
also told that two cars had passed 
on in the direction of the Tennessee 
line and that four cars had been 
seen near the church. 


“Howard Had Made Boast.” 


“From information we had re- 
ceived, we knew that John Howard 
and his men were planning to run 
over and kill anybody who opposed 
them and that they were heavily 
armed. Howard had made his boast 
that he wanted all to know that he 
Ww — going and that no man could stop 


"When I got back to Spring place, 
about 3 miles from the church, 
asked a citizen to go after Sheriff 
Wilbanks and his deputy, who ac- 
companied us. We kindled a little fire 
by the roadway and waited for the 
train of whisky runners. 

Before long we saw three cars 
coming, which halted when they saw 
us and transferred several large boxes 
to the rear car which turned around 
and made off down the road. It was 
then 2 o' clock. 

“The front car began to turn and 
we drove our car up so as to prevent 
it. It was then that the liquor car 
attempted to pass us and crashed into 
our front fender, both cars inter- 
locking. The first shot came from the 
whisky. runner, after savhich several 
shots were fired by both parties. 


Howard Meets Death. 


“It was then that Howard was 


killed and his companion wounded. 
“At dawn we went back and tracked 
the cars by the ruts. We found two 
caches of whisky, 200 gallons in all, 
“There is no question that the first 
shot was fired by the men in, Howard’s 
car. Sunday morning, the county po- 
lice found one of the bootlegger’s 


pistols, 9 two exploded car- 


tridges. One of the men in the car 
pointed a shotgun at me and it was 
wrenched out of his hand. Later we 
found it to be loaded with buckshot.” 

The names of the alleged whisky- 
runners taken in the encounter are 
John Martin, alias “in Mannin: O. 
P. Wilson, said to be the driver of 
the second car, and Jack Bailey. 

Warrants are being sworn out for 
all concerned, it is said. The cars 
taken in the raid have been confis- 
‘cated. 

Released From Prison. 


The dead man, John Howard, ac- 

cording to Mr. Dismukes, was re- 
leased from the state prison in Geor- 
gia just five months ago, after his 
arrest for carrying 60 gallons of liquor 
in a car. 
According to Mr. Spence and Mr. 
Dismukes, the account of the melee 
earried by a Chattanooga newspaper 
failed to uphold the government in the 
affair. On the othér hand, they said, 
it appeared to accord sympathy to the 
whisky-runners, whom, it is intimated, 
were cogs in a system which has oper- 
ated throughout the southeastern 
states which the government agents 
have been trying to stamp out.. 

Mr. Spence praised the co-operation 
of the people along the Chattanooga 
road, who, he says, are anxious to 
see the law enforcéd and who are 
deeply concerned over the current 
notion that north Georgia is the 
stamping grounds ie bootleggers and 
distillers. !

See the 
illustration. Then with the strand at 
the right go over the end of the left 
hand strand, unier the two middle 
ones, and up through the loop. Hold- 
ing the two middle nes down firmly, 
pull the ends of the other two strands 
at the same time. With the same four 
strands reverse the process. Make the 
figure four“ backward, with the 
right-hand strand. Then with the oth- 
er continue as before. This knot is 
called the Solomon knot. Make a Sol- 
omon knot with the next four strands, 
and so on. You wili have four knots 
on the first row. For the second row 
don’t use the first two strands or the 
last two. This will give you three 
knots for the second row. Continue 
alternating in this way till your belt 
is the desired length. Finisk the end 
with a point. Work the cords into the 
stitches with a coarse darning needle. 
Cut off the pieces that are left.
